tho se which 
are 
pre­ 
eminent. 
Tho se autho rs which hav e been fo rtunate 
eno ugh to get o n the list o f the club naturally 
hav e no co mplaint. 
Such a selectio n puts their bo o k 
amo ng the best sellers. 
The who le matter has beco me a v ery v ital o ne in 
the literary wo rld, and unless so me understanding 
can be reached between the publishers and the man­ 
agers o f the club, we can see the end o f the club. 
To so me ex tent this wo uld be a matter o f regret. 
Amo ng the mass o f publicatio ns it is difficult fo i the 
public to cho o se wisely , and here was a w ay in 
which the reading o f the public co uld be guided. 
While the managers o f the Bo o k-o f-the-M o nth club 
hav e made a go o d pro fit, there is no thing to indicate 
that their decisio n has been influenced by ledger 
acco unts. 
Still there is a danger that there might 
be. 
It is to be ho ped that so me arrangement can 
be made between publishers and the club.
